Boundary Line Trade. 

adverted a few issues hack to a state- 
ment put t'orih by the Olyinpia Standard 
and Hortliuul Advertiser, tli;it rnerchaiulize 
Btarliii^ from Hope for Rook Creek-, had to 
enter VVashinglou Territory before reaching 
its (ledtinatioii; and also (hattlie Dalles pack- 
Iraiiis had to pass o\'Br some twenty-five 
miles of British territory, in order to arrive 
at Ainerioan' Creek ia VVasbingtor Territory. 
It Haviiig been, apparently, presumed by our 
coteinporaiieH, that tha geography of tho 
country renders the retipective routes perma- 
netit, they urucd cither reciprocity of trade 
in thai pnrliuular locality, or tho establiwh- 
nienl of a Custom House ihure, fj ooUect 
duties oi: British meroliundize bound to ! 
Rock creek; iiiasmuoh as the Dalles trains 
for AinericiiM Creek had to pay full duties 
for ilie privile^'e of cro.s.siiiij tho boundary. 
We have taken occasion to inquira into tho 
truth of the slate r'ents thus put forth ; and 
find that the Hope and DuUos' |)aokers have 
usually orosseU the boundary line to reach 
their respeotive lotialilied. But we learn 
that there is i\o nitural ut>staoIe on the Hope 
route, making it necessary to enter American 
territory, nor fjr the Dalles packers to cross 
'the bound ry line. Suoh being the true 
'afate of the question, there exists hut little 
grounds in respept . tp routes to argo reci- 
procity of trade, ' 
i;The usual route taken by the DaDes' 
Traders to reach American Creek; alter as- 
ceidin-' to tho Forks of the OkinngMi is to 
take the Hope trail from ilia' point to Tonas- 
quet City or R.ick Creek — a distance of 
about twenty- live miles. Tlmnee, they 
desueni' the Colville or Deasi^'s river (as 
Ander'<oii's map calls it) to Americ.iii Creek, 
which, by' th>> way, is better kii iwii in that 
leyioii us lJuoiidary Cnri'k. Bill there is no 
neceitsity for ttinii to aso iid llie Okinai^an 
higher tiian its ju ictioii with t!iK Upper 
Bonaparte river. Tiicro. an Indian trail 
lake.'^ a nnrth-easuvardly course to Aiiinrioan 
or Boundary Creak. By lakinjj tliis roote 
then the question. qf pa;^ing duties to the 
British Columbian ^^collijctor is entirely 
ayoided. 

On tbt) other hand, ihe Hope packers 
have been accustumed to descend the Sim- 
tlkaroeeii ta the juiioiion of the Okinagan 
and Similkameon livers. There ort»s the 
Lowt r Ford, and thence take thu trail used 
by the Dalles' pacfcer.s to Ilock Creek. 
In takini; this route, they cross the boun- 
dary line twice. But this can Ivo rt-ntirely 
avoided — in fact it is often tloiie by traiii.i. 
Above .ha 49. Ii p.iralle! the II ipe trail fnrks. 
'FIlo iiortii criinio~t trail crosses the np|V!r ford 
bel'.v. llie Nortliern and Soullieru Lal;es | 
of the Folks c,i Oiianaiiaii, ."iiid uidy about 
half a iniln notth ot the bo.U[ida?y Itno. 
Thns it will be perceived there is no occa- 
sion for any conflict respecting the imposi- 
tion of duties by Americana on British n:>or- 
chandiae, and what is' still better, goods 
may be transpoited fiom Hope to Rock 
Creek over a ijood trail entirely within Bri- 
tish territory. 

Wa entertain some doubt.-; as to vrhether 
the recent proclamation imbposiii^ nnmiiially 
a three per cent, tine, but actually ten por 
cent, fv.- mire on meri-liaMdi/.'! orusslii^' tho 
bouiiciary, will LxMielil Hritisli inteteils. 
It may check to soinu k;oiisiduial>le 
decree, the Dalles trade to Carihof) ; 
but on the b uiiidary, nothing but iheHtrictest 
vigilance in st(ippin;{ a cOiKraband traite will 
prevent smui^LjIiii^ over the line. And even 
then It '^^dl become a very questionable 
mailer whether the e.vp«iidiliiri; of the liue.s 
in salaries far e.vcisemen will he considered 
an equivalent by the people of Ruek Creek 
for hi^iliff pirice paid for tiic stapJo articles of 
consuiuplion. h ii (^eilainly ojir policy to 
subititiiie Victoria and Uojic, lor Portland 
and the D ill"', as iherimtc! lu transport sup- 
plies to the ilock Creek cutiiitry.

both sides of the line. If the duties on the 
frontier aru prohibitory, the natural conse- 
quence w.ll be a (lourishins tradiiif; post on 
the American side, if they are liberal — if 
they do no injustice to Rock Creek in com 
parison vfitti other sections of the colony, 
then Boundary Creek will have to depend 
on the resources imnrediately south of it, to 
make it a place of importance. 

As we before <>tated, our true policy is lo 
make Victoria and Hope the channel of 
trade. To make that route a success, should 
be our object. As yet it has not proved so. 
Packing from the Dalles to Rouk Creek, last 
year, was fifteen cents ; from Hope, twerity 
cents; thus there is a difference of one 
hundred dollars a ton in favor of the former. 
That sum will go a considerable ilistatice 
towards noutralizint; tho three per cent. fine. 
But theie is no good reason why freight over 
tho Hope route should be greater, but many 
why it should be less. From Hope to Rock 
Creek is 150 miles; from the Dalles, 32,'i 
miles; leaving 175»niiles in favor of the 
Hope trail. There is no natural obstacle in 
the route which cannot be overcome either 
ill winter or summer. So if we really wish 
to enjoy the benefits of the boundary trade, 
the Mupu trail must be the nieaus lo do it. 
Prohibitory boundary duties will not accom- 
plish it.

Yesterday afternoon iho residents of Es- 
quirnalt were startled on learning that a man 
kiid been murdered the night previous 
in that tou'n. The murdered man was a 
Tiolinist atjached to H. M. S, Plumper, and 
the alleged murderer is Win. Millin;^toii, u 
resident in the colony for ton years past, and 
iieretoforo considered a sober, respectable 
man. The body was found about two.o'elock 
in the afternoon, lying; in the rear -of Mil- 
lington's house, by one of his children while 
playing. The child informed Mr. Williams, 
a saloou-keoper, of the discovery, and sev- 
eral citizens proceeded to tho spot and 
found the body lying by the side of a tree, 
partly covered with two or three fir boughs 
— as if ar: alleiiipt liad been rnade at 
concealment. 'I'hs iirnis of docoasud were 
raised in au iUtitudo of defence, prububly 
from an imcioipated blow. A wninul, caused 
, by a pistol bull, was found justuniKr lii.s 
' shoulder-blftde, and upon u thorough, ex- 
amiDiition by Dr. Forbes, ib was ascertained 
'to have lodged in his heart, and must have 
caused instant death. Search was at once 
made for Millingti/n, but be was uowfioro to 
be found, ntid is supposed to have lied into 
the country and secreied himself. Several 
of tho neighbors beard cries of " murder, " 
about two o'clock yesterday morning, aud 
immedintfly aftorwnrda, a shot was firad, 
and then nil became still. Deceased 
and Alilliiit;ion had bi;en t(i;5Cther at 
at a.'n.looii tiriiikiiig, a shore time previoii.s, 
and left together; and probably fell out on 
iha way to t|iB latlei:f8.ihou«B,aiid hence the 
killing.

Tie 
decea.sed's name we did not learn. 
He is said ti> havi! beer, an excellent man 
and much beloveil by hi.s .•^hijiinales. Mis 
a:,'e was about ,'jU year.s.and he was an Eiig- 
lisliman by hirth. iSjillington is a miihlUv 
aiii'd man,' short in stature, and a native of 
Jinrjand. lie has a wife ami threo lovejy 
children, and owns considerable properly in 
K-qniinall tmvn. He was well known here 
lis y brick hiyei— having' buill the first brick 
bouse in Victoria — and usually conveyed 
Wells, Farjju ft. Go's K.v press bag to tliic 
place from Esquimau on the arrival of the 
California steamers.
